As the instant claims have not been amended at any time, there are no outstanding 
amendments to be considered by the Board. 

5. SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 

The present invention relates generally to wireless communications systems and, 
more particularly, to a wireless communications system that utilizes the Internet for 
communication between a transceiver unit and an access network unit. 

The Application contains three (3) independent claims, namely, claims 1,17, and 
20, all of which are the subject of this Appeal. The subject matter of these claims is 
summarized below. 

With regard to the aspect of the invention set forth in independent claim 1 , 
discussions of the recited features of claim 1 can be found at least in the below cited 
locations of the specification and drawings. By way of example, an embodiment in 
accordance with claim 1 provides a "transceiver unit (e.g., 14) for use with a wireless 
communication system (e.g., 30)." See, e.g., Application, page 8, line 17 to page 9, line 
6; Figs. 1-2. The transceiver unit (e.g., 14) comprises "an antenna configured to receive a
